of Memphis' new City Hall to 
hear his widow challenge them 
in slow, strong tones to "see 
that his spirit never dies."

Ralph Abernathy, King's close 
friend and successor, promise to 
return to Memphis with Mrs, 
King to help the garbage strik- 
ers 
whose 
plight had first 


drawn King to the city where 
he became the victim of an as- 
sassin. 


"It was a beautiful march," 


said a young lady Monday as 
she 
returned 
along 
streets 


strewn 
with posters 
reading 


"Honor Dr, King, End Racism." 
Police estimated 19,000 march- 
ers. 


Eight abreast, hands often 


linked, 
the 
slow procession 


wound from the littered streets 
near Clayborn Temple, deep in 
the Negro slum area, past the 
smashed 
windows 
of 
Beale 


Street, testimony to the violent 
end of King's last march the 
week before, and into the mod- 
ern, marble world of downtown 
Memphis. 


Little gasps went up on all 


sides as the widow, her pretty 
face framed by a black veil 
that fell over the shoulders of 
her simple black dress, joined 
the front of the march 
with 


three of her four children near 
the midway point. 


A portion of the 5,000 National 


Guardsmen 
quartered 
here 


guarded the march route, some 
in the turrets of M-48 tanks, the 
first time such vehicles have 
been used to keep the peace in 
Memphis. 


"How many men must die be- 


fore we can really have a free 
and true and peaceful society? 
How long will it take?" asked 
Mrs. King from the speaker's/ 
platform at City Hall. 


"My husband was a loving 


man, a man who was complete-" 
ly dedicated to nonviolence," 
she'-said. "We want to carry oh" 
the best-we can in the traditions 
which we feel he would want,us ;

WASHINGTON (AP) — Scien- 


tists have come; up with yes and 
no answers to the question: 


"Will Mexico City's high alti- 


tude bother athletes in the 
Olympic Games next October?" 


New records may be set, the 


experts concluded, in events re- 
quiring spurts of energy, such 
as the 100-meter dash, the pole 
vault, the shot put, and competi- 
tion depending more on skill 
than on muscular power. 


But athletes in stamina con- 


tests, such as the long-distance 
runners, swimmers and compet- 
itors in similar events, may be 
in for trouble. 


The problem is that there is 


about 25 per cent less oxygen at 
Mexico City's 7,800-foot altitude 
than there .is at sea level. 


A study of the problem by a 


group of international experts 
was reviewed by the Pan-Amer- 
ican Health Organization. 


The 
specialists 
conceded 


much will depend on individual 
performance but "there is only 
an outside chance of partici- 
pants in endurance sports set- 
ting new world records." 


And 
competitors 
needing 


spurts of energy "will do bet- 
ter." 


In stamina contests, the ath- 


lete is fueled with aerobic ener- 
gy—the kind dependent on oxy- 
gen. Dr. Rodolfo Margaria of 
the Institute of Human Physiolo- 
gy, Milan, Italy, said this is the 
kind needed for an event lasting 
more than 90 seconds. 


Dr. Alberto Hurtado of Caye- 


tano Heredia University, Lima, 
Peru, put it this way: 


"When a man from sea level 


is exposed to high altitude envi- 
roaments, he is exposed to the 
difficulty of getting enough oxy- 
gen."

Q—What is sugar diabetes? 


How does it start? How does 
one get it? 
Why do some 


people lose a leg with it? If 
you have it, dp you have to 
be on a rigid diet for the rest 
of your life? 


A—Sugar diabetes or dia- 


betes mellitus is an inborn 
error of metabolism as a re- 
sult of which the body cannot 
utilize the blood glucose der- 
ived from the sugars and 
starches in the diet. The vic- 
tim's blood sugar level rises 
high above normal and some 
of the sugar spills over into 
the urine. 


Early symptoms, when the 


onset occurs in childhood, are 
inordinate t h i r s t , increased 
appetite, 
frequent urination 


and loss of weight. When the 
onset occurs after age 25, the 
only symptoms may be loss 
of weight and weakness. Both 
types are hereditary. 
Eating 


a diet high in sugar and 
starch 
is 
an 
aggravating 


factor. 


Complications of the disease 


may occur in any part of the 
body due to interference with 
the circulation 
( d i a b e t i c 


lesions of the blood vessels 
and nerves). The complica- 
tions strike where a weakness 
already e x i s t s . When the 
lower extremity is the target, 
gangrene of the toes occurs. 
This may progress upward 
and necessitate amputation of 
a leg. 


A fairly rigid diet is an im- 


portant part of the treatment. 
Since the disease can be con- 
trolled but not cured, the 
treatment must be continued 
for life. 


Q—What is meant by sugar 


in the vessels of a diabetic's 
eyes? What can be done for 
it? 


A—D I a b e t e s may cause 


changes in the blood vessels 
of the retina, leading to blind- 
ness. The p r o g r e s s of this 
complication can sometimes 
be halted by destroying the 
pituitary gland either through 
surgical removal or deep X- 
ray treatments.

Crash of 
Jetliner

LONDON (AP) - One engine 


caught fire and fell off and the 
left wing was in flames. But 
Capt, Charles Taylor landed the 
big jetliner and "we must owe 
our lives to him," said one of 
the 121 survivors. 


Five of the 12G persons aboard 


were killed and 22 Injured in the 
crash landing Monday at Lon- 
don Airport, Survivors and offi- 
cials of British Overseas Air- 
ways 
Corp- BGAC- said the 


skill and courage of the pilot, a 
New 
Zealander, prevented a 


much more serious accident. 


Two minutes after the Boeing 


707 jetliner took off from Lon- 
don for Sydney, Australia, "i 
looked and saw the side was all 
In flames," said passenger Bill 
Deitsch, 27, of Teaaeck, N.J. 


"I remember thinking, 'We've 


got a choice. Either he lands the 
plane or the wing will fall off 
and we will have had it.1 " 


Some of the passengers saw 


the plane's inner left engine 
break off and plunge l/itu a wa- 
ter-filled gravel pit southwe.st of 
London, narrowly missing near- 
by houses. 


"The fire was growing all the 


time, but the pilot brought the 
aircraft round ami we landed 


three minutes later," Deitsch 
said. 


"It was a beautiful landing. 


The pilot was brilliant. He real- 
ly was brilliant."

Jury Picked

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield forecasts no early 
Capitol Hill cure for problems 
reflected by the violence that 
has wracked the nation in re- 
Cent days, 


Mansfield said in an interview 


he'll push a post-Easter drive to 
pass legislation aimed at meet- 
ing major social problems. But 
he conceded it Is unlikely to 
reach the roots of ferment that 
exploded into violence after the 
assassination of Dr, Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr. 


He listed for early action a 


so-called "safe streets" bill, a 
juvenile delinquency measure 
and 
legislation 
to give the 


Equal Employment Opportunl* 
ties Commission power to en- 
force its orders. 


Mansfield voiced hope the 


House will act this week on a 
Senate-passed civil rights bill, 
which includes an open-housing 
provision. 


But beyond that he said he 


thinks it will be wise to have 
members of Congress test reac- 
tion back home in a week's 
Easter recess beginning Thurs- 
day before acting on any new 
proposals that may be aimed at 
the core of discontent in city 
slums. 


Mansfield 
urged 
his col- 


leagues Monday not to act im- 
petuously in the aftermath of 
King's murder. He said greater 
responsibility by individual citi- 
zens, rather than new legisla- 
tion, is "vitally necessary tore- 
gain our self-respect."

already been cited by govern- 
ment experts to back their ap- 
peal for adoption of the 10 per 
cent tax surcharge. 


Now, 
racial violence 
has 


swept American cities and is ex- 
pecfed to produce a new presi- 
dential call for help to the Ne- 
gro slums. This could increase 
pressure for higher taxes, at 
least indirectly. 


There has been speculation 


that to pay for slum programs, 
President Johnson could ask for 
a surcharge In excess of the 10 
per cent he requested last Au» 
gus,t, but government sources 
$ee little chance of this. 


The administration, however, 


has already said that conditions 
before the racial violence re- 
quired a tax increase of at least 
10 per cent. 


Officials said the violence Is 


likely to nave a greater direct 
Impact on congressional efforts 
to cut spending In programs af- 
fectlug the Negro.

troops dispatched to Baltimore 
Monday helped hold a steadily 
tightening grip on the city to- 
day. Fires and looting dimin- 
ished but an outbreak of sniping 
added new worry. 


Ohio Gov. James A. Rhodes 


sent some 1,800 guardsmen to 
Cincinnati and Youngstown as 
the two cities were added to the 
growing list of areas hit by ra- 
cial turmoil. 


In Cincinnati a white college 


teacher was dragged from his 
car and stabbed to death Mon- 
day night at the height of rioting 
in several Negro sections of the 
city. 


The death brought to 28 the 


number of known dead in five 
days of rioting in dozens of cit- 
ies. All but four of the dead 
were Negroes. More than 1,600 
have been injured and more 
than 10,000 arrested.

Sanitation 
Fees Called 
Inadequate 
Hope Sanitarian, Jewel May, 


has'jttst completed a tour of sev-' 
eral Arkansas cities to study 
their trash and garbage disposal 
methods and charges. 


The City Board of Directors 


recently asked for a complete 
review of Hope's Sanitation Pro- 
gram to determine what steps 
would be necessary to make the 
service pay its own way. 


The study revealed that it costs 


$50.00 a month to handle the 
trash from some locations that 
are now being charged $15.00 
per month. Mr. May in review- 
ing other cities, found that the 
large supermarkets 
in other 


communities were payingfrom 
$50.00 to $80.00 per month for 
daily trash and garbage removal 
service, which is more than three 
times the present charges in 
Hope. The City of Hope's char- 
ges reveal that the daily col- 
lection service furnished to all 
businesses was being carried 
on at a terrific loss. The San- 
itation Department has worked up 
a schedule of rates designed to 
cover the actual cost of hand- 
ling the trash and refuse from 
commercial establishments, 


A study of other cities shows 


that residential trash collection 
varied from $1.25 per residence 
for once-a-week pickup to $3.00 
for a twice-a-week service. The 
Sanitation Department says that 
twice a week pickup is necess- 
ary to control fly breeding, 


Hope's 
health charges also 


cover all fly and mosquito work 
where a number of other cities 
levy special charges during the 
summer to carry on this kind 
of work, The Board of Direc- 
tors are studying this report. 
It was pointed out that when the 
present rates were established 
there was not a regular pickup 
in the residential area and no 
attempt was made to dispose of 
the trash at the dump ground. It 
is now being buried in a sani- 
tary land fill, 
Machinery costs 


and labor are also much higher 
and the present rates will not 
sustain a good sanitation pro- 
gram, The State Health Depart- 
ment says Hope is operating one 
of the best sanitation programs 
in the State of Arkansas, and by 
far the best of any town the size 
of Hope,

President Johnson said today 
the United States is In touch 
with North Vietnam about alter- 
native sites which could be con* 
venient to both sides for prelim* 
inary peace talks. 


"We are In agreement with 


our allies," Johnson 
added, 


"and are prepared for ambassa- 
dorial contacts just as soon as 
arrangements can be complet- 
ed." 


Johnson 
spoke to newsmen 


briefly after a breakfast confer- 
ence with Ellsworth Bunker, 
U.S. ambassador to South Viet- 
nam, and other senior advisers 
at Camp David near this town 
of 3,000 persons. 


Johnson disclosed Monday an 


official response from Hanoi to 
his bid for direct contacts to get 
talks going between the oppos- 
ing sides in the Vietnam war. 


The United States originally 


proposed Geneva as the place 
for U.S. and North Vietnamese 
envoys to get together, while 
North Vietnam Deposed Phom 
Penh, the capital of Cambodia. 


Johnson did not disclose wliat 


alternative places the United 
States had suggested to the Ha- 
noi In the new U.S. exchange 
with North Vietnam. 


Bunker, who arrived this 


•jo riling at Andrews Air Force 
Jase, Mi., outside the nation's 
capital, flew by helicopter to the 
camp. He was accompanied by 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
Secretary of Defense Clark M. 
Clifford, 
and Gen. Earle G. 


Wheeler, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, 


In announcing the meeting 


Monday, Johnson disclosed the 
receipt of a formal reply-from 
Hanoi to his expressed willing- 
ness to undertake preliminary 
diplomatic contacts with repre- 
sentatives of that Communist 
regime. 


"We shall be trying," he said, 


"to work out promptly a time 
and a place for talks." 


By talks, Johnson did not 


mean a full-scale peace parley. 
Hanoi thus far has signaled that 
its initial interest is in gaining a 
promise that the United States 
will halt 
unconditionally all 


bombing of North Vietnam "and 
all other acts of war" against 
that country.

bombing,

wants to know whether North 
Vietnam will level off its heavy 
infiltration of men and supplies 
into South Vietnam. 


Without some assurance on 


this point, administration offi- 
cials say, Johnson would consid- 
er it militarily dangerous to 
stop the limited bombing of the 
North still permitted under his 
March 31 order. 


Thus the prospects for suc- 


cessful peace talks are regarded 
in Washington as essentially dis- 
couraging at the moment de- 
spite the speed of diplomatic de- 
velopments between Washington 
and Hanoi during the last 10 
days. 


But public positions can be 


changed in private bargaining, 
and some officials believe an 
accommodation on the bombing 
issue may be possible. 


North Vietnam's position was 


made official in its reply Mon- 
day to a U.S. message of April 3 
notifying 
Hanoi that Johnson 


was prepared to establish con- 
tact 
with representatives of 


North Vietnam. 


Johnson plans to send Ambas- 


sador-at-Large W. Averell Har- 
riman to handle the first phase 
of preliminary discussions on 
how to get full-scale peace talks 
started. 


The date and place for these 


discussions 
have 
not 
been 


agreed upon. The United States 
had suggested 
Geneva; North 


Vietnam proposed Phnom Penh, 
Cambodia, 
where the United 


States does not have an embas- 
sy. Rangoon, Burma, is consid- 
ered a possible compromise but 
neither of the other sites has 
been finally ruled out. 


The U.S. reply to the message 


from Hanoi, which the White 
House annnounced Monday, is 
expected 
to be sent in the 


immediate future. Present indi- 
cations are that the reply will 
deal primarily with a date and 
place for Harrlman and the 
North Vietnamese representa- 
tive to meet, rather than with 
the issues to be discussed.. 


The North Vietnamese mes-
